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Abstract Two new species of the genus Aleuritopteris (Sinopteridaceae), A. humati folia 
X. C. Zhang et L. Shi and A. ebenipes X. C. Zhang, are described from Southern and 
Southwestern China. A. cremea Ching is redescribed and illustrated in the present paper. In 
addition, a key is also given to the species which are confused with A. cremea Ching in the 
genus,
